Jacob Lannius was a native of the state 
of Virginia, and emigrated to the state of 
Missouri when quite a youth. At what 
time he was converted to God we are not 
informed, but suppose it was when in his 
sixteenth or seventeenth year. Not long 
after which he was licensed to preach, and 
in the year 1832 was received on trial in 
the Missouri Conference, and appointed to 
Bowling Green circuit with F. B. Leach ; 
and in 1833, he traveled the St. Charles 
circuit with Jerome C. Berryman. At the 
Conference of 1834 he w'as received into 
full connection, ordained deacon, and ap- 
pointed to Paris circuit. In 1835 he tra- 
veled the Richmond circuit, and in 1836 he 
was ordained elder and sent to the Meri- 
mac circuit. From this period to the Con- 
ference of 1851 — which was the last he 
ever attended — he had charge of various 
circuits, stations and districts, in all of 
which, he was the same laborious, indefat- 
igable, persevering and successful minister 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. At the Confer- 
ence held in the town of Fulton, in the fall 
of 1849, he was elected one of the dele- 
gates to represent the Missouri Conference 
in the General Conference, held the May 
following, in the city of St. Louis. 

He died at his residence in the town of 
Fayette, Howard county, Missouri, Satur- 
day, October the 8th, 1851, some two or 
three days after the close of the session of 
the Conference held in that place, and in 
the 20th year of his traveling ministry. 
He was a man of talents, and his preach- 
ing was in demonstration of the spirit and 
with power, and often told with great ef- 
fect on the hearts and consciences of those 
who heard him. He may in truth be said 
to have been wise in winning souls to 
Christ — a workman that needed not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth. And, doubtless, he will have many 
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stars in the crown of his rejoicing in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

He left a wife and seven children to de- 
plore their loss, but their loss, doubtless, is 
his everlasting gain. His death was not 
only calm, collected and confident, but it 
was gloriously triumphant ! “ Let me die 
the death of the righteous, and let my last 
end be like his.”

Rev. Daniel S. Capell, late of the St. 
Louis Annual Conference, was born in No. 
Carolina, December the 15th, 1801 ; emi- 
grated to Kentucky with his parents in 
1816, and was married to Elizabeth McMil- 
lan October the 15th, 1821. 
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Bro. Capell was raised by pious parents 
and embraced religion whilst young. Hav- 
ing been a local preacher for several years 
previously, he connected himself with the 
itinerancy in the Kentucky Conference in 
the fall of 1830 ; emigrated to Missouri m 
1844, and maintained his itinerant connec- 
tion with the St. Louis Annual Conference 
till the time of his much lamented death. 

On the second day of May last, he start- 
ed with the companion of his bosom, and 
two children, to California. For several 
months previous to leaving our country, he 
had been so afflicted with rheumatism as to 
confine him to his home. Having three 
children in the “ golden land,” and having 
been afflicted for many years with, a rheu- 
matic affection, mercenary motives had 
nought to do in leading him to the far ofi* 
West. Better health to bolster up a feeble 
an d diseased constitution, together with the 
enjoyment of domestic happiness, were the 
incentives to his emigration. 

On the tenth of June last. Brother Capell 
died upon our Western plains, of bilious 
diarrhoea, about seventy- two miles west of 
Fort Kearney, where his remains are in- 
terred, to await the coming glory oi the 
resurrection. Although our departed bro- 
ther sleeps in that lonesome and desolate 
region, doubtless his triumphant spirit en- 
joys the fruition of the redeemed in Para- 
dise. 

During his severe and fatal sickness, he 
manifested the utmost Christian fortitude 
and resignation, and died without a strug- 
gle or a groan, with a smile upon his face, 
in the full triumph of faith in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, recommending to his surviv- 
ing friends and relatives the religion which 
he had so long preached and practised, as 
the “ power of God unto salvation.” 

Brother Capell’s preaching talents rose 
considerably above mediocrity. Faithful in 
all the relations of life, and the devoted 
servant of the Church, he was beloved and 
respected by all who knew him. 

News of Bro. P.’s death was not re- 
ceived until near the close of the session 
of the Conference. Hence, no memoir 
of him was prepared.

Since our last annual meeting, a devoted 
and useful fellow laborer, the Rev. John L. 
Hill, has fallen asleep in Jesus. Precious 
are the tears which his memory awakens, 
for the light of his holy example hath been 
made immortal for us m the last great tri- 
umph of his faith. 

Brother Hill was born in Williamson 
county, Tenn., September 6th, 1821. He 
was of excellent parentage, being the son 
of the Rev. Josh. Cannon Hill, and grand- 
son of the Rev. Green Hill, an early and 
distinguished minister of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Thus he was trained 
to love God and His church from earliest 
infancy. He made a public profession of 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ at Mount 
Olivet Camp-meeting m the fall of 1841, 
and attached himself to the church of his 
fathers. He held connection with the so- 
ciety at Liberty, Mill Creek circuit, and 
was regularly licensed to preach September 
25th, 1843. In the autumn of 1844, he 
was admitted on trial in the Tennessee 
Conference, and appointed to Smith’s Fork 
circuit. The next year he was sent to the 
Hickory Creek circuit, and at the ensuing 
Conference was ordained Deacon by Bishop 



Andrew. In 1846 he was sent to White 
Plains Mission ; in 1847 to Livingston cir- 
cuit ; in 1848 to Williamson African Mis- 
sion. In this year he was ordained an el- 
der by Bishop Paine. In 1849 he located 
to arrange his business that he might de- 
vote his whole life to the itinerancy ; was 
re-admitted in 1850 and appointed to the 
Union circuit; in 1851 to the Nashville 
circuit, where, after protracted affliction, he 
exchanged the toil and conflicts of earth for 
the glorious rewards of eternity on the 
13th day of August 1852. In these various 
fields of labour, our beloved brother was a 
faithful and acceptable servant of the 
church, and a zealous and consistent Chris- 
tian minister. He was indeed a lovely 
man ; amiable and confiding in his disposi- 
tion, warm and true in his friendships, and 
noble and generous in the whole spirit of 
his life. Every pulse of his heart was 
true to his brethren of the Tennessee 
Conference. During his last illness, his 
mind was calm, his faith unwavering, and 
his triumph complete. He made all his ar- 
rangements with perfect composure, com- 
mending his wife and children to God, and 
his soul into the hands of his Redeemer. 
In a last and precious interview with Bro. 
Riggs, a few days before his death, he said : 
“When I joined the Tennessee Conference, 
I believed I was joining a body of holy 
men; I loved them then, and I love them 
still. When you all meet at the next Con- 
ference, I shall not be with you. Tell all 
the brethren for me, and especially my own 
class, to be faithful to their high trust, and 
meet me in Heaven. I have lived for years 
in reference to this hour, and now that it 
has come, I have no fears. It has been my 
custom to spend one day in each week as a 
day of fasting and prayer, and my spiritual 
birth-day has been observed annually in the 
same way ; and I have never passed one 
yet, but God was so good and merciful to 
me as to make me shouting-happy in his 
love.” Thus the light of Heaven sweetly 
broke upon his departing spirit. He hath 
died in the Lord and his works do follow 
him.

Sidney D. Buivipass, a noble minded, 
simple hearted Christian man, an able ex- 
pounder and preacher of God’s Holy Word, 
a brother beloved, a diligent pastor, a pat- 
tern in all things. Who shall supply his 
place ? We had but one brother Bum pass 
in our Conference. A man always to be 
depended on for any thing in his power to 
do, and to be chosen above other good men 
for whatever required the spirit of power 
and of love and of a sound mind for the 
doing of it. We cannot give his age nor 
the place of his birth, but we can say, with 
certainty, that since the year 1836, when 
he began his ministry, to the recent period 
of his death, he never faltered in his work 
nor failed of fulfilling it, but whether in a 
circuit, a station or a district, he always 
acquitted himself well, and often nobly. 

“ Holiness to the Lord” characterised all 
our brother’s life ; and his end was full of 
peace and assurance, such as holy men only 
can experience. 

James L. Nicholson was born in the 
year 1814, in the county of Iredell, N. C., 
and was admitted on trial in the Virginia 
Conference in 1834. His first appointment 
was to Chesterfield circuit, where he suf- 
fered from an attack of measles so severely 
as never entirely to recover from the effects 
of it. For several years he was unable to 
preach. He then resumed his labours in 
the itinerancy in connection with the North 
Carolina Conference, and prosecuted them 
with success; but after a few years, his 
health again failing him, he was compelled 
to ask for rest. In the fall of 1851 he be- 
gan to decline rapidly, and in the following 
spring he died in great peace. He rests in 
Heaven. 

John W. Wilson was bom in Chatham 
county, N. C., Nov. 20, 1825. He was 
converted at the age of sixteen, and was 
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distinguished for ardent piety. In the fall 
of 1847 he was admitted on trial in the 
North Carolina Conference, and was ap- 
pointed to Roanoke circuit; 1849 Duplin 
circuit ; 1850 Smithfield circuit ; 1851 Deep 
River circuit. Here his health failed him, 
and he was constrained to desist from 
preaching. He retired to the house of a 
relative at Chapel Hill, where he died on 
the 30th of April 1852. 

A man of a sweet spirit, remarkable for 
humility and gentleness, was brother Wil- 
son. Lovely in life and triumphant in 
death. Praising God aloud, his last words 
were, “ Blessed Jesus ! Precious Saviour ! 
Now let me die !”

Rev. Singleton J. Henderson, the sub- 
ject of this memoir, departed this life on 
the 11th of September 1852, in the faith 
and hope of the Gospel. He was born of 
pious parents in the year 1815, in Garrard 
county, Ky. Subsequently his parents re- 
moved to the state of Tennessee, and set- 
tled in Haywood county. He was design- 
ed for the practice of law, and his brother. 
Col. Henderson, was conducting his educa- 
tion for that purpose, but God had a higher 
and more important work for him to do. 

He was early the subject of religious im- 
pressions, and, when quite a youth, sought 
and obtained pardon and salvation through 
faith in the merits of Christ. Soon after 
his connection with the church he was 
deeply impressed that it was his duty “ to 
preach the unsearchable riches of Christ.” 
To this call he was not disobedient, but 
yielded a ready compliance by asking and 
receiving at the hands of the church a reg- 
ular license to preach. In the capacity of 
local preacher, he was faithful, acceptable 
and useful for a number of years, but had 
frequent admonitions that he was not doing 
his whole duty. He earnestly desired to 
enter fully into the ministerial work in the 
traveling connection, where he could give 
himself wholly to this high and holy voca- 
tion ; and such were his convictions of duty 
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he would not consent to take orders in the 
church until he had given himself wholly 
to the work. Accordingly, in the year 
1840, his way being opened, he was admit- 
ted on trial in the Memphis Conference at 
its first session in Jackson, Tennessee. He 
received his first appointment on Lagrange 
circuit; second and third on Tishamingo 
circuit; fourth, on Cofieeville circuit; fifth, 
on Grenada circuit; sixth, on Aberdeen cir- 
cuit; seventh and eighth, in Holly Springs 
station ; ninth and tenth, in Memphis, 
Wesley Chapel; and eleventh and twelfth, 
in Memphis, Asbury Chapel, which was 
the last appointment he received in the 
church militant. 

Our lamented brother Henderson had 
been in declining health for several years, 
but it was not until a few months previous 
to his death that he could be prevailed on 
to give up his charge and travel in quest of 
health in more salubrious climes. At the 
advice of friends, he repaired to the Hardin 
Springs, for the purpose, and in the hope 
of improving his health and prolonging his 
life in usefulness to the church, his rising 
family and fellow men in general ; but this 
was not to be. The Great Bishop of souls, 
in His inscrutable wisdom and Providence, 
saw that he had finished his probation on 
earth, and that it was best, for him to be 
transferred to the church triumphant. 

Brother Henderson was possessed of a 
high order of intellect, and he was diligent 
in developing, expanding and cultivating 
his mind to the utmost of his opportunities. 
Hence he was emphatically an able, spirit- 
ual, popular and useful minister of the Gos- 
pel. He was a good English scholar — had 
made some proficiency in the Latin and Greek 
languages, and had also received the degree 
of doctor of medicine from the medical col- 
lege in the city of Memphis. He was a 
warm and constant friend — possessed a no- 
ble and generous heart, and was willing to 
divide his last dollar with suffering neces- 
sity. He died from home, but among 
friends and brethren who gave him every 
attention which kindness and love could 
suggest. His only desire was to return 
home and die at his post in the bosom of 
his charge ; but as this could not be he re- 
signed his all into the hands of God and 
died in the peace, hope and faith of the 
Gospel of Christ which he had for so many 
years preached with eminent ability and 
success.

Frederick D. Lowry was born of pious 
parents, August 30, 1809, and brought up 



“ in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.” He received the witness of adop- 
tion as a child of God in the 20th year of 
his age, and was soon after called to preach. 
At the Conference at Washington, Ga., in 
January 1834, he was admitted on trial in 
the itinerancy, and thenceforth to the end 
of his life his course was that of a faithful 
self-sacrificing minister, whose eye was 
single and his whole body full of light. 
His mind was strong and well-balanced. 
He was studious, and his sermons were 
able and edifying. Whether in town or 
country, a circuit preacher or a presiding 
elder, he was always honoured for his mi- 
nistry, and was always beloved as a man. 
His death was by typhoid fever, and trans- 
pired on the 28th of August last, without 
fear and without doubt, &it in the full as- 
surance of hope, as with one who had 
reached the goal, and gained the prize of 
his high calling. 

Abraham Pennington. This faithful 
servant of the Lord Jesus was born in Ro- 
wan county, N. C., some time in the year 
1795, was converted in 1825, and was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Georgia Conference 
1836. He continued an effective traveling 
preacher for twelve years, when his strength 
became so much impaired as to require a 
superannuated relation to the Conference, 
and he was never afterwards able to take a 
circuit. Brother Pennington was a saintly 
minister, full qf faith and the Holy Ghost, 
and very fruitful in the work of his mas- 
ter. His death was glorious — a continual 
triumph, as if Heaven were already in pos- 
session, from the beginning to the end of 
his mortal sickness. And as life was ebb- 
ing, and he felt that speech must fail him, 
he proposed that when he should be speech- 
less he would raise his hand or finger, to 
express his exultation ; and so till life was 
extinct did he bear his testimony to the 
power of the Saviour’s love. 

John W. Twitty was born March 1819. 
He was admitted on trial in the Georgia 
Conference December 1847, and died in the 
midst of useful labours September 4, 1852. 
His mind was vigorous, and he was stu- 
dious to improve it by all the means in his 
power, so that although he had not been 
favoured with early education, he was an 
acceptable and useful preacher. In prime 
and strength, and when we were expecting 
for him a future full of fruitful labours, it 
has pleased God to remove him to his rest. 
No one can know for another, nor for one’s 
self, when it is best for one to die. Qur 
Father in Heaven above knows, and let it 
be ours to put our trust in Him.

The Rev. James Watson was born June 
10th, 1799 ; was married to Miss Parmelia 
Rickham on the 23rd of December, 1823. 
At what time he embraced religion we are 
not informed. He was licensed to preach 
in June, 1830 ; was received on probation 
in the Mississippi Conference December, 
1831, and traveled in 1832 the Pearl River 
circuit ; in 1833, the Washington circuit. 
At the close of this year he was received 
into full connection, and ordained a deacon. 
In 1834 he traveled the White Sand cir- 
cuit ; in 1835, the Washington circuit, and 
at the close of this year he was ordained an 
elder; in 1836-7, he traveled Amite cir- 
cuit ; in 1838 he was local, but at the close 
of that year was re-admitted ; in 1839-40, 
he sustained a superannuated relation ; in 
1842 he traveled Crystal Springs circuit; in 
1843-44, the Bayou Pierre circuit ; in 1845, 
the Pearl River circuit ; and at the Confer- 
ence that fall he was superannuated, which 
relation he retained to the end of his life. 

Brother Watson was truly and emphati- 
cally a superannuated minister. He wore 
himself out in the service of his God. He 
was a great sufferer for many years, but he 
suffered as a Christian — he was one of the 
best men we have known. He possessed a 
strong mind; was a good and useful preach- 
er, much beloved. He died in Claiborne 
Parish, Louisiana, at his residence. May 
14th, 1852, in great peace and triumph, ex- 
horting his wife and children, and all 
around to meet him in Heaven. His last 
words were, “ My work is done. Hallelu- 
jah ! Glory to God in the highest.”

Rev. Chauncy Richardson, A. M., was 
born on the 10th of October 1802, in the 



state of Vermont; raised by religious pa- 
rents, his education was in accordance with 
God’s holy word, and in his 19th year he 
made a profession of religion. From that 
time till the hour of his death he acknowl- 
edged Christ as his Divine Saviour. Two 
years afterwards he was licensed to preach 
the Gospel by the sainted Wilbur Fisk, 
joined the Conference and received deacon’s 
and elder’s orders. 

Bro. Richardson’s state of health forced 
him to locate, and the time of his location 
was spent at the Wesleyan University. 
Called to take charge of a literary institu- 
tion in Tu^umbia, Ala., he removed to the 
South, a climate more congenial to his con- 
stitution. 

In 1839 he was elected president of Ru- 
tersville College, and came to Texas. He 
was present at the first session of the Texas 
Annual Conference in 1840. He filled the 
office of presiding elder on diflerent dis- 
tricts ; he was the secretary of the Confer- 
ence and a delegate of the Louisville Con- 
vention in 1845, and of the General Con- 
ference in 1850. All the honors and labo- 
rious stations which the Conference could 
bestow on him were his, and he never be- 
trayed the trusts. In 1849 he was elected 
Editor of the Texas Wesleyan Banner, and 
after his resignation was returned to the 
Galveston district as presiding elder. 

Feeble in health, he disregarded the in- 
clemency of the season, not counting his 
life dear to himself,* he believed it due to 
the performance of the work which God in 
his providence had assigned to him, and 
“ he fell at his post.” 

Brother Richardson was a man of men- 
tal powers ; he was a man of thought, ex- 
act to a fault ; his sermons were written 
with nicety and accuracy. His language 
was plain, chaste and perspicuous. In his 
conversation, as well as his public address- 
es, he showed the scholar and the gentle- 
man. His religion did not consist in loud 
expressions of joy, but it lived in his soul. 
The falling tear unconscious to himself, be- 
trayed the emotions of his heart. He knew 
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aod therefore felt for the fate of the sinaer. 

On the 11th of April, after having finish- 
ed his first round of official visitations, he 
stopped at the house of the Rev. John Pat- 
ton, on his way home, where he breathed 
his last in peace with God and in the hope 
of a glorious resurrection of the dead.
